Tuesday evening. 
The court room 


was crowded nitn spectators and wit- 
nesses. 
The commonwealth was rep- 


resented by D.strict Attorney A L 
Little and Hon. John M. Brynolds 
The defendant's attorneys were Hjn 
R. C. McNamara and R A. Henderson. 
JL'wo hours and a half were taken up 
in selecting a jury, eight challenges 
being made on each side. 
The follow- 


ing gentlemen were finally chosen: 


ford was thrown into a state of ex- 
citement by the report that an at- 
tempt to rob Paymasters Souder and 
Kiy had been made at Mt. Dallas and 
a man killed. 
He stated that he 


would submit testimony, which would 
convince the court ana jury that the 
prisoner at the bar, George B. Cooper, 
was implicated in the attempted roo- 
bery. 
I 
Tne first witness called was William 


F. Souder, paymaster for the Colonial 
Iron company, who fatally shot Will- 
iam Fry, one of the train robbers. 
After telling about getting money from 
J. G. Hartley & Go's bank at Bedlord 
ior the company's employees and de- 
scribing his position in the car on his 
way home, M.r. Souder said that while 
at jilt. Dallas he saw two colored men 
running down the pike to catch the 
train. He kept his eye 'on them and 
when they came close enough saw 
that they were masked and armed. 
Before he had time to notify his fel- 
low-passengers the men rushed tip the 
plattorm, one of them drew a revolver 
and when four or five feet from him 
fired in his face. 
Mr. Souder Ihen 


fired at the door and his assailant ran 
from the car. At first Mr. Souder 
thought he was shot, the powder from 
the robber's pistol Having burned h.s 
face. 
The next witness was Tilghman 


Burket, supervisor of the Bedford di- 
vision of the Pennsylvania railroad. 
Mr. Burket presented drafts, which he 
had prepared, of the Cliffs and of Mt. 
Dallas and vicinity, and they were 
offered and accepted as evidence. 


Officer S. F. Stiver was next called 


to the stand. He testified that he ar- 
rested the defendant at the latter's 
home, in the eastern end of Bedford, 
Saturday afternoon, 
September 14, 


aBout five o'clock. The prisoner was 
committed to jail. 
On Sunday Mr. 


Sliver went to Cooper's residence and 
got the shirt, hat, coat and trousers 
worn by him on Saturday. The same 
day he took possession of th; shoes 
Cooper had on his feet at the time 
The ciothing and shoes were accepted 
as evidence. 


William F. Cromwell, a neighbor oi 


the accused, said he was well acquaint- 
ed with Cooper and that he saw the 
defendant Saturday evening, Septem- 
ber 14, at 4.30 o'clock at the old foun- 
dry in the eastern part of the borough. 
W. C Lutz was with Mr. Cromwell. 
While Mr. Cromwell and Mr. Lutz were 
talking about the tragedy at Mt. 
Dallas they saw Cooper coming up the 
street toward them. The clothing ex- 
hibited by Officer Stiver was identi- 
fied by Mr. Cromwell as that worn by 
Cooper when he saw him at the foun- 
dry.

Mr. Weaverling 


said that he saw two masked men ana 
aeard two shots fired. When he looked 
toward the door he saw a man's arm 
with a revolver in the hand. 
Two 


shots were fired at Mr. Souder. The 
men were disguised with masks and 
beards. 
One man was killed. The 


masks and whiskers were iron gray. 
The man who ran up the road was a 
stout, heavy man. He wore a satk 
cca*, light pants and a black slouch 
hat. The clothing exhibited resem 
b es the c othing worn by the man. 


R. H. Kay, of Saxton, manager of 


the Mornsdale Coal company, stated 
that he came to Bedford twice each 
month to get money to pay the em- 
ployees of the company. He came to 
Bedford Friday evening, September 13, 
ttith Mr. Souder. The next morning 
ne received from the First National 
oankSl.800. He went to Mt Dallas 
with Mr. Souder. While the traiu 
was standing at that place he heard a 
shot. Mr. Souder said, "I am shot in 
ohe face." Mr. Kay saw a man run up 
the pike toward Bedford. 
He fired 


swice at him. The fugitive was a well 
built man and wore a false beard and 
a black slouch hat. The coat, hat and 
trousers in evidence resemble thcss 
worn by the man who ran up the pike. 


W. H. Clouse, Esq., of Woodbary, 


was a'so a passenger on the train with 
fir. Souder and Mr. Kay. He told 
about Mr. Souder calling his attention 
co two masked men running toward 
the train. The men got on the car. 
Tne door was opened and a shot fired. 
One of the men then ran away. Mr. 
Souder shot with hia left hand. 
The 


man that fired at Mr. Souder was 
.arge, had a beard on, gray whiskers, 
and his face blackened. 
Mr. Clouse 


thought he was a black man sweating, 
de wore a slouch hat, dark coat and 
light pants. The clothing resembles 
that offered in evidence. 


George Grove, of Everett, a conduc- 


tor on the Huntingdon, and Hroad Top 
railroad, got on the train after 1he 
shooting. 
He presented the bul.ut 


which had been fired at Mr. Souder. 
It was a 38 calibre and had lodged in 
the woodwork of the car window 
The bullet, with the hat, clothing and 
shoes, was received as evidence. 


M. A. Stoner, coroner of Bedford 


county, told about the ic quest held 
over the body of William Fry, who 
was shot at Mt. Dallas, and produced 
the cap and mask worn by Fry when 
he was snot, also tbe bullet that killed 
bim 
He said that decedent's face WBS 


blackened and that he had two pis- 
tols, all the chambers of which werj 
loaded. The revolvers, the cap and 
the mask were admitted as evidence. 


D. B Quarry, of Huntingdon county, 


said that on September 12 he saw a 
white man and a colored man pass his 
house along the H. & B. T. B. R, 
The white man was well built, wore a 
dark hat and a dark coat. The negro 
was about the same size as the white 
man 
The defendant, he said, resem- 


bles the white man,, 
ing toward Saxton.

Thirty miners perished and 170 es- 


caped from fire in the Bullion tunnel 
at Telluride, Col, on Wednesday.

ion on the Santa Fe railroad, near 
Franconia, Ariz 


At Buckstown one night last week 


three maskei men brutally beat aged 
Divid Wagner and his sister and stole 
over $500 from them. 


Diamonds worth $10,000 belonging to 


E F. Lowenthal, a New York diamond 
broker, were stolen from a hotel room 
in Portland, Ore., on Monday. 


Two companies of state troops were 


called out at Madisonville, Ky., on 
Monday on aceountof a battle between 
striking coal miners and other laborers. 


The fight at San Francisco between 


Jeffries and Buhlin was a fiasco. In 
the fifth round Rnhlin's backer threw 
up a sponge and the battle was given 
to Jeffries 
Ruhlin made a poor show- 


ing and was severely punished. 


According-to the official count of the 


vote cast at the recent election,Harris, 
the Republican candidate for state 
treasurer, had a plurality of 45,470, 
while Potter, the Republican candidate 
for supreme court judge, had 43,313 
plurality. 


According to the reports of the war 


department received on Monday from 
General Chaffee, the past month saw 
12 Filipinos hanged and 10 sent to the 
penitentiary for life, while 20 more 
received sentences varying from 5 to 
30 years. The natives were punished 
for brutally murdering five American 
prisoners 
of war and 102 Spanish 


captives. 


A letter written by George Washing- 


ton was found last week in the attic 
of an old stone house known as the Job 
Lewis property at Wellsburg, W. Va. 
It is dated November 10,1798, and is ad- 
dressed to Mr. Barr, Whitehall, Eng 
Ian 3. The writer complains of the in- 
terception of papers of importance by 
the French who captured the ship Suf- 
folk. The letter was found in an old 
book and is well preserved. 


Frederick Kisener, 
probably the 


oldest resident of western Pennsylva- 
nia, died on Saturday at his home in 
Chartiers township, Washington coun- 
ty. He was colored, 103 years old and 
a native of Virginia. He gained his 
freedom some years before the civil 
war, came north and with three sons 
joined the Union army. 
The sons 


were killed in battle. He was the 
father of 19 children and has over 200 
descendants. 


The new 
Hay-Pauncefote canal 


treaty was signed in Washington on 
Monday by Secretary Hay, for the 
United States, and Lord Tauncefote, 
the British ambassador, for Great 
Britain, It is said that the new agree- 
ment gives to the United States power 
to guarantee the neutrality of the 
canal at all times and removes the 
restriction on the power of the United 
States to fortify 
it.

A cablegram from United States Con- 


sul General Dickinson at Sofia indi- 
cates that while Miss Stone, the kid- 
naped missionary, has not yet been 
ransomed, there is reason for 
feel- 


ing reassured as to her future. The 
despatch, furnished evidence that Mr. 
Dickinson remains in indirect commu- 
nication with the brigands or their 
agents. 
A letter has been received 


from Miss Stone, whose health is some- 
what affected by her long imprison- 
ment. 


Although the last legislature of the 


state of Maiae passed a law imposing 
a maximum penalty of ten years' im- 
prisonment or a fine not exceeding 
$1,000 for negligence or carelessness 
which should result in the shooting of 
a human being by hunters, the record 
of such fatalities in that state during 
the present season is very heavy. 
A 


peculiar feature of thesituation is that 
in several of the accidents the shots 
have been fired by unknown persons. 
The record up to the present time 
shows that twelve persons have been 
shot by accident and that five of the 
victims have been either killed out- 
right or wounded so that death re- 
sulted. In four instances the shots 
were fired by unknown persons. 
Thus 


far no steps have been taken toward 
prosecution in any case, although tbe 
game wardens frequently have called 
public attention to the law.

of the casual reader. In line with this 
policy, the war department some tim 
ago published a carefully prepar 
statement comparing the imports acd 
exports of the Philippine islands for 
seven months ol the year 1901 with 
the same period a year previous. 


At first glance one is apt to see only 


the one side ol this presentation of th 
matter referred to. But a closer study 
of the data presented changes the com 
plexion of the statement from a rosy 
tint to a more somber hue. For in 
stance, the increase in the imports 
from the United States from 5890,010 
to 51,493,433 seems ridiculously smal 
when we take into consideration thi 
fact that there is a large number o 
American soldiers and civilians in the 
Philippines. And when it is knowi 
that the increase in imports from Eu 
rope during the sams period was fron 
55,270,766 to 53,974,133 the absurdity o 
the claim is emphasized. In the export; 
from the islands the United States 
makes a still poorer record, the latter 
seven months showing only 31,477,011 
against 52,037,630 the 
same sever 


months of the year before. 


Another insight into the insignifi 


cance of the government's figures is 
given the careful observer by the gains 
in the exports to Europe, 
which 


show an increase from 53,201,653 to 
87,983,751. 
Granting that the com 


meree of the Pnilippines may, in the 
course of time, become as great as the 
most sanguine predict, it is hard to see 
where it will benefit the United States 
if Europe is to continue to control the 
lion's share of it. The treaty of Paris 
pledges Uncle Sam to give equal com 
mereiai privileges to all nations in the 
Philippines; therefore this countrj 
could not discriminate against the 
Europeans in an endeavor to proven 
them from getting the giant's portion 


of the trade. 


The Philippines are destined to plaj 


an important par! in the polities of th 
United States and the man who ar.;ue 
to the contrary "reckons without hi 
host."

How to Cook a Turkey.

hundred. Rather should I have sai 
that the mistake is almost universall 
made. But few cooks ever think o 
cooking the turkey any other way 
There seems to be a demand for wel 
browned turkey breast. But in brown 
ing the breast they sacrifice the swee' 
ness of this part of the fowl. The bes 
way to prepare a turkey is to baka i 
with the breast down. I learned thi 
lessoo from Mme. Begue, whose plac 
down in the Old Quarter near th 
French market has become famed al 
over the country. She never thinks o 
baking a turkey with the breast up 
The breast is turned to the bottom o 
the pan and instead of being dry an 
tasteless when it is served it is rich! 
flavored and as sweet and juicy as on 
would care to have it. You see, all th 
fine flavor of the turkey, the juices o 
the dressing and all the daintie 
touches flow down toward the breas 
of the fowl, and when the white mea 
is served you get the full benefit o 
every flavor added during the processe 
of preparing and baking the turkei 
in addition to the distinctive taste o 
the fowl itself. Inconvenient and awk 
ward? Not at all. It is just as e&s 
to cook a turkey in this way as in an 
other way and the result is infinitel 
more satisfactory. It is no trouble t 
arrange the fowl in the pan; if you de 
sire to place the fowl on the table be 
fore carving it you will find that it wi 
look quite as well'as it would if bake 
in the usual way, and certainly it wl 
taste much better than it wcu'd if yo 
baked the breast until it was dry an 
flavorless."—New Orleans Times-Dim 
ocrat.

Iliere is a prpvnlent idea that it is 
something you get at the sea and that 
It is good for the lungs. 
What that 


sonu'Miing is. however, few people have 
sufficient curiosity to inquire. Ozone ia 
what chemists call an allotvoplc form 
of oxygen—that Is to say, It is oxygen 
n a highly active and concentrated con-' 
rlltlou. lu ordinary pure air ozoue ex- 
ists, but only in what chemists call 
"traces." Larger amounts are found In 
ocean and mountain air. It instantly 
disappears when brought in contact 
with decaying matter, dissipating It- 
self, as it were, In the act of oxidizing 
that matter. 


Ozone Is known to occur more plenti- 


fully during thunderstorms, and we 
have, of course, the analogy of Its be- 
ing artificially produced from oxygen 
by electrical discharges In the labora- 
tory. On the body ozone Is believed to 
act as a stimulant; hence the popular 
notion of Its beneficial effects as expe- 
rienced by the sea, but in any greater 
amount than mere traces It Is a violent 
Irritant. One authority goes the length 
of asserting that It Is doubtful whether 
It Is beneficial to. animal life at all.

BEE AND HIVE. 


If the hive rests on the ground, It 


will he too damp. 


It will pay to use foundations by fill- 


Ing all frames full. 


Set the hive a little above the ground

Procure new blood in the apiary. In-

It is necessary to unite all weak col- 


onies that will be unable to build up 
into strong stocks. 


Care should be taken to save all 


young brood and the brood combs of 
those containing brood. 


On account of it being the only ma- 


terial that can be depended upon to 
stay pine is the best material for hives. 


Combs should not be left in empty 


hives about the apiary. 
That Is the 


worst place they can be left, as moths 
are always to be found near the bees 
and are sure to infest the combs. 


One advantage in closed end frames 


is that a hive mil of combs may be 
handled as though it were a single 
piece instead of a collection of loose 
pieces, thus saving work, worry and 
time. 


If the bees cannot conveniently enter 


the hives during the sudden changes of 
cool weather, quite a number will be 
lost; hence care should be taken to 
have the entrances arranged so that the 
bees can enter readily.

Knots on Trees. 


In the bnrks of our forest trees are 


contained a multitude of latent buds, 
which are developed and grow under 
certain favorable conditions. 
Some 


trees possess this property In a remark- 
able degree, and often, when the other 
parts are killed down by frost, the 
property of pushing out these latent 
buds into growth preserves the life of 
the plant. 
These buds, having once 


begun to grow, adhere to the woody 
Inyer at their base and push out their 
points through the back toward the 
light. 


The buds then unfold and develop 


leaves, which elaborate the sap carried 
up the small shoot. Once elaborated it 
descends by the bark, when it reaches 
the base or inner bark. Here it is ar- 
rested, so to speak, and deposited be- 
tween the outside and inner layer of 
bark, as can be learned on examining 
specimens on the trees in the woods 
almost anywhere.

Manx Taxes. 


In the matter of taxation the Isle of 


Man is unique. There is no income tax, 
no succession duties chargeable against 
the estates of deceased persons, no 
highway or turnpike tolls. Eoads are 
maintained by the revenue from two 
sources—a small tax upon every wheel 
and shod hoot and a levy upon every 
male inhabitant, who must give a day's 
work on the road or its equivalent in 
cash. 
There are no stamp duties on 


receipts, checks, promissory notes, etc.; 
in fact, stamps are used only for post- 
iige.—London Standard.

A Great Storm Wave. 


A great storm wave is peculiar to cy- 


clones. At the center of the disturb- 
ance tbe mercury in a good barometer 
may be lower by three inches than that 
n a similar instrument on the verge 
of the cyclone. 
This is owing to the 


diminution of atmospheric pressure 
consequent on the rotation of the air 
wheel, and as nature abhors n vacuum 
the sea in the vortex rises above its 
usual level until equilibrium is restor- 
ed. This storm wave advances with 
the hurricane and rolls in upon the low 
land like a solid wall. In the Backer- 
gunge cyclone of 1S7C the storin, wave 
covered the land at the eastern end of 
the Ganges delta at heights varying 
from ten to forty-five feet, ns measured 
by marks on the trees. One hundred 
thousand lives were lost on this occa- 
sion.—Chambers' Journal.

"I suppose the plain, 
old fashioned nail has caused more 
Ores In the big establishments where 
machinery is used in many and com- 
plicated ways than any other little 
Ihlng in existence.

needed is for it to come in contact with 
some other hard material with suffi- 
cient force to cause a spark and heat 
generation. Nails have really produced 
n heavy per cent of the cotton fires of 
the country. During recent years, on 
account of steps'taken by the owners 
and conductors of the larger cotton and 
byproduct plants at the instance of in- 
surance men, the nail has not been 
such n prolific producer of fires. 


"A way has been found, for instance, 


In cotton gins, cotton mills and in 
plants 
where 
cottonseed 
are 
put 


through manufacturing processes, of 
extracting nails and other weighty and 
flinty substances that may find lodg- 
ment In these Inflammable products. 
Gravity is the natural force used. Nails 
and rocks mid materials of this kind 
are heavier than cotton and its by- 
products, and they have a tendency to 
force their way to the bottom of the 
heap. By allowing these products to 
pass over a rolling belt arrangement 
these heavier materials filter toward 
the bottom and are finally extracted, 
so that when the cotton or the cotton- 
seed passes through the grind in the 
various manufacturing processes there 
Is but little danger from fire so far as 
these thinus are concerned."—New Or- 
leans Times-Democrat.
